TO THB EDITOR OF THB HERALD.

Beirg interested, I attended toe mooting of artookhol
den of the New iUrtn bailroad Company, In oanformity
to the request of the Directors. I heard the argument
and remarks of Hr. Bradford, of Bogton. with earpriM
and astonishment. I learn that this gentleai&n is a
met chant of weal'h and standing in bis c.ty, derived not

S "free trade," but by the Yankee fac.ilty of taxing
e community by law, in .order to poeket the proceeds

themselves, contending neat manfully that the publicgced required that they should be always kept fall at
the public eipea.se. Our friend and neighbor
¦eema to have formed hie idem of finance and
commercial morale after each model* as ho contends
that hie corporation (the Rillrmd Co.) has and ought
to cave the right, by any agent in whom they have full
confidence, to cheat the credulous as mucn as they think
fit, and without any liability. This he informs as is the
law In Boeton and in New England, and I am bound to
admit that hie "notion" of it accords with their pruvin-
cial and proverbial ideas of Yankee commerce You
know they are always "cute" at a oargaln, and Mr Brad¬
ford la not singular among his sect. He tells us that it
return to btm inconceivable that (his company -'should
make good this fraudulent issve " He cannot eoncaire
why they may not hare a lawful right to appoint agents
to do its business, and to ehea; in its nave as mucn as
they please in the course of that business, and he seems
to sogipoie that this is ore of its franchises granted by
its Connecticut charter, tecause he says that they cannot
redeem or repair tb a Inju-y done by their agent with¬
out a violation of that charter, and setting a precedent
fatal to all corporations. He illustrates thlrbv giving a
definition ef a co?portion as a society in which each
member has certain rights, which are let forth in on
law legulsting United copartnerships. This iaatleist

a new definition of corpor^tione, and somes well from
the "Athens of America," but in this d ate we hav<»
learned in the quaint language of Lord Cok«, as well as
by experience, that they are artilloial persons having
Immorality."albeit they have no souls." Fro n hi
time down to Mr Bradford it was never supposed that
the rights and liabilities of memoers of a oorporation
were tet forth in the law legnlating limited opartner-
sbips. If they were, the members of the New Haven
Railroad corporation would be personally responsible
for its liabilities and not able to kick their defrauded vic-
lims oat of the store doors, quite as summarily as this
distinguished commentator and floauder would do in
Bo ton, claiming to represent nearly all tt^e members of
this corporation in that eitv, and to utier their senti¬
ments and obey their instructions to repudiate their lia¬
bility for tbo ii.juries inflicted by the agept of their
choice, acting in the course of the performance of his
duties to th ai, an . by their atethority. Those gentle¬
men belong u> a new school. He proc etas, at the same
time, that he represents as highmindbd and upright men
as any that exint, and he acta 'In obedisnce t > tneir
command*, as well as in obedience to his owa enuscfous-
neisofwtat in right." Mr. Bradford's coaseimisness,
like the Ofcmons of lawyers, lies too near hie pocket, and
ho should not trust it as a guide to his commercial ac¬
tion out of Bt stun, as it evidently misleads him more
then even such opinions will justifi. He peems to feel,
in this transaction, like a Yankee from his citato, who
sat down to play br.g with his oooipaaions whiie passing
down a W»x1ern river, aid beieg observed by ooe of them
to rMp aside some of the moat valuable cards, vhen h<e
adversary played oat the sane that had been thus se¬
creted, sale "Ah. gentlemen, by golly, I don't pUy any
rsore at this board: that* is cheating bore, aid 1 know
It."
